He 
had not only great Pradtice in the Law, but 
great Clients among the Nobility, even * 
Foreign Minifters. His Widow therefore 
buried him according to his fuppofed Stati- 
on in the World, and her own Belief: and 
Publick Funerals being more in Vogue in 
the laft Age, than in this, fhe invited all 
his Clients: ‘The Pall was borne by Six 
Right Honourables; the Corps depofited 
under the Communion-Table in the Zemple- 
Church, and one Hundred and Thirty Rings, 
of 20s. each, given away at the Funeral.

decent Country-Lodging. The Chambers the 
fold to her only Brother for 450/. which, 
with her Husband’s Books of Accompts, fhe 
lodged in her Truftecs Hands; who being 
{oon after Burnt out by the Fire in the Pa- 
per Buildings in the Temple, (which broke 
out with fuch violence, in the dead of Night,

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As forInftance, fhe wrote buta fad {Craul, 
tho’ always careful of the Orthography, hav- 
ing heard Womens-{pel lling generally ridi- 
cul fed. But in her tench Rita meeting with 
an engraved Copy-Book of Queen Elizabeth's 
Dace’: She begun to think with herfelf, 
why fhould I not improve my Hand? A 
Mafter can but fet me Copies; therefore, 
fays the, I will make thefe Copies my Maffer. 
She did as the Thought, but kept it con- 
cealed, as fhe did all her little Projects till 
finifhed, and having a Clofet to herfelf; and 
being indulged mie an Hour’s freedom in 
the Morning, and another in the Afternoon, 
fhe applied herfelf to her beloved Task, and 
not fixing on any ove hand, but orafping 
at all, the became perfect in none: How- 
ever, fhe formed two Medleys, which the 
conftantly ufed; the one a fort of running Se- 
cretary, for common Occafions, the Scene 
fet Character, which fhe called her Holiday- 
hand, and thofe who flattered her, thought 
agreeable, tho’no Mafter could find a Namie 
for it, being a compound of // together. 

Having much Sicknefs, the was iRionted 
with much Leifure, altho’ never Idle: She 
divert- 
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diverted her Pain with Drawing, cutting of 
Paper, and writing Familiar Letters in Profe 
and Verfe, to her little Coufins, her Uncles 
Daughters ; and having frequently handfome 
pecuniary Gifts from her Sponfors, and other 
Relations; and allowed the liberty to difpofe 
of them as fhe thought fitting, it went all 
for Books, but fhe never bought any, till 
after having Read, and as the thought found 
them worthy; by which Means, before the 
was twenty, fhe had purchafed a {mall, tho’ 
valuable Collection of the beft Authors 
and Editions, eftimated by a Bookfeller at an 
Hundred Pounds. | 

As for her Stature, it was, in Youth, a tall 
middling; but in her later Years, thro’ the 
depreflion of her Spirits, on the turn of 
Fortune, anda long habitude of Reading, 
and Writing, fhe had contraéted a droop of 
her Head; which, as it abated fomething of 
her height, did very much of her Prefence. 
She was neither Fat, nor Lean, her Hair 
Auborne, her Eyes a dark-full. Hazel, her 
Vilage Oval, her Complexion and Teeth 
tolerable, her Shape neither excellent nor 
deformed, All together the was well enough; 


and 
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and had fhe ftudied the Adornment of her 
Body, as much as fhe did that of her Mind, 
fhe would have made a more agreeable Ap- 
pearance ; but that was not her Aim, ha- 
ving always affected Solitude, and a private 
Life. The Body the would fay, was only 
a Cafe for the Soul, like the Wooden-work 
of a Clock, which, if kept but whole, and 
clean-duited, was fufficient. 

Her Temper was much too warm, and 
apt to} retain Refentment (but never mali- 
cious) nor was fhe ever known to difclofe 
that in Anger, which was entrufted to her 
in Friendfhip. Towards her middle Age, 
when Troubles came thick, and nothing but 
Oppreflion, and Injuftice furrounded her, 
the moft intimate of het Acquaintance, 
feared the Accumulation of her Sorrows, 
with her own high Spirit, would drive her 
defperate; but to their great furprize, fhe 
armed herfelf with a ftrong Refolution, and 
by the divine Afliftance, fubdued all her 
Paflions at once, — 

And when they have asked, How can you 
bear fuch Ufage? How can you talk fo calm- 
ly to One by whom you fuger fo much, have 
‘you 
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you no Spirit? No Refentment left? Yes, re 
plied foe, I have, but God has humbled me into 
a Happinefs I never knew, and am unwilling 
to lofe now; I can forget, as well as forgive, 
and fee my worft Enemy without ruffling my 
Temper; a Blefing I was unacquainted with 
in better Days, and while I cam enjoy this 
Tranquility, am happier (tho’ under Confinement) 
than my Adverfary with all his Riches. 

She had but little, if any, of the Amorous 
in her Conftitution; but then fhe had a Soul 
wonderfully turned for Frienpsutp, in its 
moft exalted Senfe; but not between Diffe- 
vent Sexes, unlefs in a Conjugal State, as appears 
by her Letters to Captain HeMING TON*, 
Concerning the true Nature of Love, &c._ 
She was without doubre infpired with this 
noble Paflion, by reading the Works of the 
jultly admired Mrs. Katuerine PHILIps, 
and thofe of Mr. Norris of Bemerton: The 
firft of which fhe endeavoured to imitate, 
and the fecond fhe enjoyed a conftant Corref~

The wonderful Works of ALMIGHTY GoD: 
areas much fhewn by a Fly, or a Pifmire, as 
by a Whale, or an Elephant; and are living 
Teftimonies of his Divinz OMNIPOTENCE) 
among all which there is not a greater Inftance, 
than the various Speciesof the Monkey-kind, 
fo near refembling Human Nature, that there 
is not a Bone, a Mutcle, or a Suture want- 
ing (as. may be feen by their Skeleton) fo 
near approaching to Reason, endued with 
all the Paffions of Life; nay, the Organs of 
Speech, and yet denied the Ufe of them. 

It is certain, Gop never made any thing 
in vain; and if thefe Animals, as wellas Lap- 
Docs, and Parrots, were not created for 
the Pleafure of Human Kind, what Ufe can 
be found for them? This the Wisest of | 
Men, SoLomon well knew, when he fent for |

over it, f{upported by Pillars of the fame, a 
Summer-Houfe curioufly painted, with 
Scripture-Hiftories, and four Windows open- 
ing to the Cardinal Points, On the other 
fide this delectable Bower, was a.Canal well 
ftored, with Fith, and fome diftance beyond 
a {mall Grove of venerable Oaks, whofe tops 
afpired to the Clouds. This {pot of Ground, 
Mr. Shute cleared of all the Trees, except 
thofe which bordered it round, and made it 
into a Bowling-Green, perhaps one of the 
prettieft, as well as the moft commodious of 
the Kind. He greatly delighting in that Ev- 
ercife, and having a Soul truly Liberal, kept 
up the old Englifs Hofpitalitys fo that he 
never wanted Vifitants, nor did they fail to 
report the Beauties of the Place.

qaently retire to Berking-Hall,’ and pals 
whole Days in Mr. Suure's Company, not 
asa Soveraign Prince with Guards, but asa 
Friend with ‘three or four [elect Gentlemen his 
Attendants.

The magnificent Soul of this Prince, 
heaped many and great Preferments on this 
Gentleman, whom he made’ Deputy-Lieute- 
nant of the OrdINANCE, Matter of St. Crofs’s 
Hospi at, and gavehim feveral other Places 
to the’ value of about 40001. per Ann. which 
raifed Mr. Saute many Enemies, tho’ in 
himfelf a perfegtly inoffenfive Man, and no 
ways intermedling with State-Affairs. Butin 
4 few Years, the ferment of the Nation 
crew fo high, that this friendly Intercourfe 
was broke off; but he retained his Matfter’s 
kind Thoughts to the laft, and when the 
News came that the Krne@ had fet up his 
STANDARD at Nottingham, and proclaimed 
War, the PartiaMent Voting a Deputa- 
tion of five Members to wait on his Ma- 
jefty with an Appress; Mr. SHuTE mov- 
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ed the Houfe;'that he might be named for 
one, which was, unanimoufly complied with, 
as hoping he might prevail with the Kine, 
to.return to his.

. Accordingly he went with Sir Maurice 
Thompfon, Six William Afburff; and two other 
Members (as appears at large in Clarendon’s

I. Ah! Sir, faid Mr. SHuTE, with a deep 
Sigh ({carcely refraining from Tears) I cannot 
fee the Dangers which threaten your facred 
Perfon, nor will I behold the Ruin of my 
Country. will never bear Arms avainft you ; 
but I will pray for you while I have Breath. 
The Deputies being returned to London, 
Mr. Saute made a voluntary Surrender of

She went to an eminent Cloth-worker’s 
in the County of Surrey, who had a large 
Tenter-Ground of his own, kept eleven 
Houfe-Servants, and bore the Sway on that 
fide of the Water.

GLYSSON, having taken notice at Church

the moft intenfe Application of Thought, 
and as [knew Mr. Gwinnetr could not live 
in Town, I was fenfible it was my Duty, 
when a Wife, to live where he pleafed: I 
knew my Mother was too weak to be re- 
moved; or if fhe had not, fhe had fo en- 
tirely difobliged him by fome little peevith 
Humours (occafioned by her Diftemper) 
that I durft not leave it to his Courtefy, 
tho’ [ muft do this Juftice to his Generofity, 
and Memory, that he was willing to pay 
for her Board and Attendance in London. 
After his Demife, I was barbaroufly ufed, 
his Brother ftifled the Will, (which compel- 
led me to have Recourfe to Civil Law; ) 
fmothered the old Gentleman's Conveyance- 
Deed, by which he was enabled to make z 
Bequett, 
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_ Begueft, offered 1000/. to any Body who 
- could fay any thing to blacken my Character; 
tho’, through God’s great Mercy, he found 
~ none wicked enough to perjure themfelves 
for fo great a Bribe. At laft, to thew my 
Refpect to the Dead, I confented to an Ac- 
commodation, viz. to receive 200/. down, 
and 200/, more at the Year’s end; the firff 
Payment I received, and paid away in three 
Days among her Creditors, and nifine, with- 
out keeping a fingle Shilling to my own Ules 
but when the other became due, he bid me 
Defiance, ftood Suit on his own Bond, and 
held me out four Terms (which by- a Bye- 
Law, inthe City, they call a Subjet#’s Right.) 
This brought me from Chancery to Com-

Volumes have been written about it, Pro and 
Con, to little purpofe; and if you will believe 
the Difputants both Parties have equal Evidence, 
and Certainty for them, Ob/curity and Falfehood 
againft them. But after all, whoever fhall be 
at the Pains of reading what they have writ- 
ten, or of confulting his own unprejudiced 
‘Thoughts upon the Subje& (which perhaps may 
be more fatisfactory) will find, that the Mat-

An Account of the Gloucefter Afizes, with Two 
remarkable Stories. 


HE Performance of my Promife obliges 
_ me to begin with the News of our A/- 
fizes, which afforded a great Number of Crvil 
Caufes, but all very frivolous and inconfiderable ; 
however, they brought a great deal more Com- 
pany to Town than ufual on this Occafion. 
Among the Criminals there were four condem- 
ned for Burglary and Horfe-ftealing ; but it 
is fuppofed the prefent Want of Soldiers will pre- 
vent their Execution. This is all that relates 
meerly to the Diftribution of Juitice in our 
County, unlefS you will accept of a Story which

0 Reprieve granted. Why, to tell you the Truth, 
faid the Boy; I was told my Fortune, that I 
fhould not be hanged rill I was One and Twenty, 
ana now I am but Sixteen, therefore I am cer. 
tain my Time is not yet come, and I hall efcape 
this Sentence. The Jaylor {miling at his Cre- 
dulity and rafh Confidence, the Difcourfe end- 
ed. Now you muft know in York(bire, they 
have no Hangman. prepared by the Sheriff as 
in other Places, but one of the condemned 
Aalefactors hangs all the reft, for the doing 
ot which, he gains his own Pardon. The 
Executioner is chofen after this manner. All 
the Criminals Names are written in a Book ; 
the ‘fudge, with a Pin, pricks into it, 
“ and 
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“ and the Perfon, whofe Name the Pin goes 
“ through, is allotted to diipatch all the reft. 
“ According to this Cuftom, the Pin was {truck 
“ through the Book with a carelels Hand by 
“ Judge Powerit, who knew nothing of what 
“ had paffed before, when, the Jaylor opening 
‘“¢ the Book, found it accidentally in this Boy’s 
“ Name. Whereat being very much furprifed, 
“ he gave the Judge a full Relation of the Mat- 
“ ter, who no lefs wondered at the Event.” 
This Story was told in Confirmation of the Pro- 
verb, That hanging, &c. goes by Definy. But what 
became of the Boy afterwards does not appear, 
which I take to bea confiderable Circumftance. 
To this Relation { will fubjoin another of what 
happened during our Affizes, where hanging is 
like to be the end on it alfo, and then I believe 
I fhall have quite furfeited you with thele 
Tyburn Tales. 

“ A Maid Servant, down towards Thornbury,

« and thofe which fhe wore likewife, and hav- 
« ing {tripped her ftark naked, bound her to a 
« Tree, where fhe might have perithed, if fome

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" accidental Paffenger had not come to her 


reicue. Vice is moff commonly cts own Ruin : for 
not contented with this Booty, which per. 
haps they might have carried off fecurely, 
thefe Pootpads foon after attempted to rob a 
Butcher’s Boy, who being on Horfeback, made 
his efcape, and raifing the Country upon them, 
they were quickly apprehended, and brought 
to Gloucefter Jail, while the Judges were in 
“ the Town.” Perhaps J might have picked up 
another Story or two tor you, but I muft now 
conduct you back again into the Country for 
more News ; where it is obferved by our Neigh- 
bours, that there have this Spring been a vaft 
Number of mad Dogs running about, biting the 
Cattle, and infefting the Country. The fame 
thing is faid by fome ancient People to have 
happened before the laff Pracugr, But ‘I que- 
{tion whether it be fo in other Places, and then 
the Remark can be of no Force. And ‘yet, 
if ftrange Inconftancy of Weather, and (as I 
may call it) prepofterows Scafoms are fore-runners 
ot future Calamities, we have certainly Reafon 
enough to be afraid. For Saturday \aft, was 
more like Mid-fummer than March.” On Sanday

A Converfation PIECE. 


R. GEORGE * gave us, upon our 
Requetit, an Account of their Déadolical 
Sacrifices, much more ample than he has 
inferted in his Book; for ona Scarcity of Boys 
they take Girls under the Age of Nine, whom 
they purify with much Ceremony, that istwelve 
Times through each of the four Elements, be- Ne 
fore they are held fit for Sacrifice. I asked if 
their Parents were willing to refign their Chil- 
dren? He faid, no, but it they refufed, it was 
Death by Law, and not fave the Children 
neither; and on fuch  Occafions their Priefts 
ufed to expoftulate after this Manner. Have 
you_any thing but what is given you by God? 
Does nothe Blefs you with the Fruit of the Womb 
as well as the Fruits of the Earth? Why then 
fhould you fcruple to part with one more than 
the other, when he is pleafed to require it ? No, 
no, affure your felves it is not only the Penalty 
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of Death that you fhall undergo, if you fhall 
perfift in your Refufal, but dreadful Torments 
afterwards, fo that they had but few Inftances 
of Parents punifhed for Dilobedience. TI asked 
if they beheld the Slaughter of their Childre ; 
he faid, no, the Temple was fhut up while the 
performed the Sacrifice. The Chief Prieft cut 
off their Heads, the Sacrificator ript up their 
Bellies, and their Bodies were thrown into a 
Pit in the Sanctuary where they were killed. 
!was more than ordinarily curious to enquire 
what came of the dead Bodies (for Muafidora 
had a Fancy they eat them) he faid the People 
he was fure did not, but he could not anfwer 
for the Priefts, it was againft the Law to do 
fo. I faid, fo vaft a Number drawn out every 
Year was enough to unpeople a Country. He 
replied with us it might, but in his Country 
the pooreft Men had Two or Three, and the 
Nobles ‘Twelve or Fifteen Wives each, For 
fuppofe, faid he, one of the Ordinary Sort, with 
Iwo or Three Wives, fhould have Four Sons 
(which rarely happens) and out of thefe Four, 
Three fhould be taken, might not the furviy- 
ing Boy, with the like Number, of Wives fup- 
ply the Lofs ? He-faid alfo, they had an abfo- 
lute Power over them, and when they grew 
weary, it was but faying they fufpe@ted her of 
Adultery, and without more Ceremony cut off 
her Head and eat her, which he faid was fo 
frequently done without any other Occafion than 
meer Diilike and Wearinefs, and the fame by 
their Slaves. Mufidora was fhocked at that part 
Or 
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of the Story, and cried Barbarous ! I muft own, 
{aid he, ic'is Barbarous to accule them wrong- 
fully, and 1 wifh that Cultom were abolifhed. 
But as for eating the dead Bodies it 1s another 
thing ; we do not kill Men for their Riches, 
but if they forfeit their Bitates to the Law, 
I hope it is no Offence to poffefs the Forfeit; 
{> neither do we kill Men to eat them: But ifany 
{after Death for breaking the Laws of the Land, 
i know not why we may not difpote of the 
dead Bodies as we fee fitting. 1 think it no Sin, 
continued he, to eat human Flefh; but I muft 
own it is a little unmannerly. Mafidora faid, 
fhe fuppofed their Slaves were all Blacks, and 
asked if they eat well? He replied ; they had 
{ome from Africa, but they had more White 
Slaves ; and that he once eat part of a Black: 
But as they were always kept to hard Work 
and Meat, fo their Flefh was tough and unfa- 
voury. Baffina asked ; how long Men utually 
lived in Formofa? He faid; many times to 
120, but roo Years was counted very moderate. 
His Grandtather, he faid, was 117, and as frefh, 
plump and vigorous as a young Man, which 
he {aid was occafioned by his fucking the Blood 
of a Viper warm every Morning, and that, in 
all Probability, he might have lived many Years 
if they had not been forced to kill him. How, 
faid the Lady, killhim! Yes, returned he; it is 
a Cuftom with us, when our Friends are in 
Pain, and defire that Remedy, to ftab them with 
a poifoned Dagger, which was his Cafe in a 
violent Fitofthe Cholick. You tell us, faid 1, your 
Country-

Have you Sermons in Verfe, faid Mr. Hinton 2 Yes, 
faid he. What Sort is yours, fajd I, Blank Verfe 
or Rhime ? The Meature, returned he, is not al- 
together the fame with yours, but we aumber 
the Syllables, we are careful in placing the Ac- 
cent, and the End» of one Line clinks to that 
of another, like your Poetry, Do you never 
ufe it for any thing but Religion, faid Mr. 
Flayes? Quoth the Stranger, for Hiltory. Ay, 
but fays he, do not you court your Wives in 
Rhime? No, no, quoth the other, we never do 
that, but we write Verfes fometimes in Praife 
of Ladies, that is when we meet with fome 
that are deferving and exemplary, As for In. 
ftance, the Governour of a certain Province 
had’ a very beautiful young Lady, for one of 
his Wives, which the King hearing of, fent to 
defire her of her Husband; who being unwil- 
ling to difoblige his Soveraign, told her, he was 
forry to part, but fhe muft go, She replied, he 
might refign his Right if he pleafed, but it was 
not in his Power to transfer her Fidelity 
however, fhe did obey his’Commiands and 20.

and befides, faid he, they keep their Matters 
frefh and cool in Travelling, and wonderfully 
revive them. ‘They alfo, breed up Toads tame 
in their Houfes, to draw away any InfeCtion, 
and think it very wholfome to put a Toad for 
{ome time ina Pot before they ufe it for Vidtuals. 
He is ata great Lofs for Snakes; and Baffina had 
the Generofity to fend to Twickenham to my Lord 
Bifhop’s, for a Basket of them, He whips them 
till the Venom flies into the Head, and then 
cuts it off, and eats the reft, which he faid was 
rare Food; I asked, if they did not tafte like 
Fels, he faid there was no Comparifon. Take 
Care, faid Mr. Hayes, you will affront my Friend 
by comparing a Mud-bred Eel to that fweet 
Beaft a Snake. And fo itis a fweet Beaft, faid 
Mr. George, would I know where to. get one.

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Enquiries you could make, you would not be 
thereby one Jot improved in real Knowledge, 
For Tnftance, let it be fuppofed that you asked 
the Spirit the fame Queftion, which you demand- 
ed of the Rofycrucian, * viz. Whether there be any 
fuch thing as Witchcraft ? and it fhould be an{wer- 
ed in the Affirmative. I believe you would 
not thinky your felf much the wifer for fuch 
a Reply, unlefs you could be affured that the 
Spirit meant the fame by that Word as you did; 
but this youcould not be fure of, except youcould 
meet with fuch a complaifant Spirit, as would 
firft explain all the Terms in your Converlation, 
and fo by degrees entertain you with an entire 
Syftem of Logick and Metaphyficks. But they 
do not ufually come on fuch Errands. From 
thefe Hints I have confufedly fet down, you 
will eafily collet enow to refolve your felf,

When a Man views any. Object,. the Light 
which comes from the feveral Points of the Ob-

and for want ofa fufficient Refraction, will not 
‘converge to the Bottom of the Eye, but to 
fome Place beyond it, and by confequence 
paint in the Bottom of the Eye a confufed 
Pidure ; and according to the Indiftinétnefs of 
)this Picture, the Obje&t will appear confufed. 
This is the Reafon of the Decay of Sight in 
/old Folks, and fhews why their Sight is mend- 
'ed by Spectacles: For thofe Convex-Glafles 
fupply the Defect of Plumpnefs in the Eye, 
‘and by increafing the Refraction make the 
Rays converge fooner, fo as to convene diftinaly 
at the Bottom of the Eye, if the Glafs havea 
due Degree of Convexity. And the contrary 
happens in fhort-fighted- Men, whofe Eyes 
-are too plump. For the RefraGtion being now 
itoo great, the Rays converge, and convene in 
ithe Eyes before they come at the Bottom; 
and therefore the Pitture in the Bottom, 
jand the Vifion caufed thereby, will not be 
| diftin&, unlefs the Obje€t be brought fo hear 
ithe Eye, as that the Place where the converg- 
jing Rays convene, may be removed to the 
| Bottom, or that the Plumpnefs of the Eye be 
taken off, and the Refra€tions diminifhed by 
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a concave Glafs of a due Degree of Concavity, 
or laftly, that by Age the Hye grows flatter till 
it come to a due Figure.

Ic is manifeft, that if the Sun?s Light confift- 
ed but of one fort of Ray, there would be but 
one Colour in the whole World, nor would it 
be poffible to produce any new Colour by Re- 
flexions and RefraGtions, and by confequence 
that the Variety of Colours depends upon the 
Compofition of Light. 

Ifat any time I fpeak of Light and Rays, as 
coloured or endued with Colours, I would be 
underftood to fpeak not Philofophically and Pro- 
perly, but grofly, and according to fuch Concep- 
tions as vulgar People in feeing all thefe Expe- 
riments 
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riments would’ be apt to frame. For the Rays 
to fpeak Properly, are not coloured. In them 
there is nothing elfe than a certain Power and 
Difpofition to ftir up a Senfation of this, or 
that Colour. For as Sound in a Bell, mufical 
String, or other founding Body, is nothing but 
a trembling Motion, and inthe Air; nothing 
but that Mocion propagated from the Object, 
and in the Sexforium is a Senfe of that Mo- 
tion under the Form of Sound; fo Colours 
in the Obje& are nothing but a Difpofition to 
reflect this or that fort of Rays more copioufly 
than the reft; in the Rays, they are nothing but 
their Difpofitions to propagate this or that Mo- 
tion into the Sexforium, and in the Senforiun 
they are Senfations of thofe Motions under the 
Form of Colours, p. 119.

For the Produ&tion of Black, the Cor- 
pufcles muft be lefs than any of thofe which ex- 
hibic Colours. For at all greater Sizes, there 
istoo much Light Reflected, to conftitute this Co- 
lour. But if they be fuppofed a little lefs than 1s 
requifite to refle&t the White, and very faint Blue 
of the firft Order, they will according to the 
4th Obfervation reflect fo very little, as to ap- 
pear intenfely Black, and yet may perhaps va- 
rioully Refract it to and fro within themielves, 
fo long until it happen to be ftifled and loft; 
by which means they will appear Black in all 
Pofitions of the Eye, without any Tranfparency. 
And from hence may be underftood, why Fire, 
and the more fubtile diflolver Putrefaction, 
by dividing the Particles of Subftances, turn 
them to black, why fmall Quantities of black 
Subftances impart their Colour very freely and 


intenfely to other Subftances, to which they 


are applied; the minute Particles of thefe, by 
reafon of their very great Number, eafily over- 
fpreading the grofs Particles of others, why 
black Subftances, do fooneft of all other Colours 
become hotin theSun’s Light, and burn. (Which 
effe& may proceed partly from the Multitude 
of Refractions in a little Room, and partly 
from the eafy Commotion of fo very {mall 
Corputcles.) In thefe Defcriptions I have been the 

more 
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more particular, becaufe it is not impoffible but 
that Microfcopes may at length be improved to 
the Difcovery of the Particles of Bodies, on 
which their Colours depend, if they are not al- 
ready infome meafure arrived to that Degree 
of Perfe&tion. For if thofe Inftruments are, 
or can be fo far improved, as with fufficient 
DiftinGnefs to reprefent ObjeGs 5 or 600 times 
bigger than at a Foot Diftance they appear to 
the naked Eye, I fhould hope that we might be 
able to difcover fome of the greateft of thefe 
Corpufcles. And by one that would magnily 3 
Or 4000 times, perhaps they might be all difca. 
vered, except thofe which produce Blacknets. 
It will add much to our Satisfaction, if thofe 
Corpufcles could be difcovered with Microfcopes ; 
which if we fhall at length attainto, I fear it will 
be the utmoft Improvement of this Senfe: For it 
feems impoffible to fee the more fecret and 
noble Works of Nature within the Corpufcles, 
by reafon of their Tran{parency. p. 78. 

Prop. 12. Every Ray of Light in its Paf- 
fage through any Refracting Surface, is put in- 
to a certain tranfient Conftitution or State, 
which in the Progrefs of the Ray returns at 
equal Intervals, and difpofes the Ray at every 
Return to be eafily tranfmitted through the next 
refracting Surface, and between the Returns to 
be eafily reflected by it. :

The learned Author tells us, he made choice 
of this Subje€t on purpofe to ftop the Mouths 
of thofe Libertines, who pretend that the Arx, 
as defcribed by Mofes, could not poffibly hold

As to Sir Tarrety Tripret the Fortune Hunter, “ his Follies 
“ aretoo grofs to give Diverfion, and his Vanity 1s too ftupid to 
“let him be fenfible rhat he is a publick Offence. If People 
“ will indulge a fplenatic Humour, it is impoflible to be at 
“ eafe, when fuch Crearures, as are the Scandal of our Species, 
“ fet up for Gallantry and Adventures. It will be much more eafy 
“ therefore, to laugh Sir Tarrery into Reajon, than convert 
‘‘ him from his Forpery by any ferious Contempt, &c.~ 

N.B. A farther Account of Sir Tarrety’s Hiftory 1s in 
this Tarter. And in No. 49, may be feen the remarkable 
Amour of Corinna and LimsERvamM, 
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all that was faid by him, to be contained in it; 
for which Reafon he has framed a new Syftem 
quite different from all who have wrote on 
that ‘Topic, excepting the infpired Pen-man, 
which he explains after this manner. He fays, 
st was made in the Form of a Coffer (or Float- 
ing-Houfe) becaufe there was no Occafion for 
its failing; that it was flat abeve, like the Roofs 
in the Eajfer Parts of the World; and that it 
was a Parallellepipedon of 450000 cubical Cu- 
bits of Memphis, according to which Compu- 
tition the Arx was a Velfel of 42000 Tun. 
Here, he makes a Digreffion in Commendation 
of flat-bottomed Vellels; and fays, they not 
only carried more lading, but were better Sailors, 
and required fewer Hands, than thofe now in 
ufe: He fuppofes alfo, that it had three Stories 
befides the Keel, which held a Year’s frefh Wa- 
ter for Noah’s Family, and all that were in the 
Ark. He allows this Refervatory 3 Foot and 
a halfin Depth, and adds, that the Water was 
drawn up by Buckets, at the four Corners of the 
Grainery which he places over it, and gives 
feven Cubits for the Height. The fecond Story, 
he fays, was eight Cubits high, and furnifhed 
with 36 Stables, each 17 long and 15 broad; at 
one of the Ends, he places the Entrance 6 Cu- 
bits high, and 5 broad, fecured with folding 
Valves. For the third and laft Story, he allows 
6 Cubits and a half, containing 36 Volaries, 
and 36 Boxes for the Food of the Birds, and 
mechanick Inftruments. At one End of the 
Ark, he makes a Stair-cale 10 Cubits wide, and 
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at the other, an Apartment for Noah’s Family, 
confifting of an Entry, a Hall, a Kitchen, and four 
Chambers 11 Foot high, 12 broad, and 17 in 
length, Paris Meafure. But the greateft Difh- 
culty which has puzied all that have writ on — 
this Subje@t, is the Conveyance of Light into 
the Ark: The Words of the Text being, ¢ W72n- 
dow fhalt thou make to the Ark, and in a Cabit hall 
thou finifb it above. This our Author folves with- 
out offering Violence to the Text, by fuppofing 
in the Upper-part, a grated Window of a Cu- 
bic high, all round the Ark. After which he 
makes fome particular Remarks, viz. That moft 
of the Plants might be preferved under the Wa- 
ters, and that Noah might keep the Seeds of the 
re{t in Boxes. That the Word Att, in Relation 
to the Deluge, ought to be taken without Re- 
ftriction. ‘That the Atmofphere alone furnifhes 
more Water than is required for an Univerfal 
Deluge. Againft Preflure of Air, Againft the 
Judicial Aftrology, &5c. 

Forgive me if I have been too prolix in this Ab- 
{tra&t, but the Subje&t was New to me; and if our 
Journalifts fay true, this Syftem muft befo to you: 
Though fetting afide the pious Motives betore- 
mentioned, I could almoft pity Monfieur Pelle- 
tier, for {pending fo much Time and Thonght on 
fo remote and ulelefs a Topick.

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The anonymous Author feems modeftly not to 
controvert the common Opinion, that Ice is made 
by certain Spirits of Nitre which in the Win- 
ter mix with the Parts of the Water, and being 
of themfelves improper for Motion, by reaton of 
their Figure, and Inflexibility ; infeeble, and gra- 
dually deftroy that of the Parts, to which they 
are joined, It is not certain, fays he, that the 
Spirits of Nitre do always enter the Compofition 
of the Ice: Neither, if they did, could they ex- 
plain all the HffeGts of it? It being imposlible 
to conceive, how the Spirits of Nitre can oblige 
the Water to dilate it felf, and become more 
Light, whereas naturally they ought to augment 
the Weight of ir. This Difficulty, and fome 
others, has put him upon inventing a new Sy- 
ftem, which he founds on the Hlafticity of the 
Air, and explains after this manner. Firft, 
That there is an infinite Number of {mall Parts 
of grofs Air, mixed with Parts of the Water. 
Secondly, Thofe Particles of grofs Air, being 
difperfed among thofe of the Water, have each 
‘of them the Virtue of a Spring. ‘Thirdly, That 
the Springs of grofs Air mixt with the Water, 
have molt force in the Winter. And lattly, 
That the Springs unbending themfelves in that 
manner, and the external Air continuing to prefs 
the Surface of the Water, the Parts of the

Differtation Phyfique fur la Nature des ExHa- 
LATIONSES Vaveurs. 4 ¢ A Phyfical Diflerta- 
tion upon the Nature of Exhalations and Vapours. 

This Author, whoever he be, acknowledges 
that the Syftem is owing to Father Pardie, who 
alfo declared that he borrowed the Principles 
from Arijfotle, from whence our Differtator in- 
fers, that the Stagyrite was a better Philofopher, 
than our modern Theorifts will allow him to 
have been. 

He owns, that Exhalations and Vapours are 
the Matter of moft Meteors ; but adds, that our 
Virtuofi have not penetrated deep enough into 
the Nature of them, to give a particular Expli- 
cation. He defines Vapours to be thofe fmall 
Particles of Water, which mix with the Air, 
and are {ometimes raifed very high in it. And 
Exhalations, thofe Particles of Harth, which 
mount up after the fame manner. And fays, 
‘it is natural for Vapours and Exhalations to a- 
{cend ; but it is alfo as natural for them to fall 
down again, they being heavier than the Air, 
In the mean time, adds he, we fee daily, that 

the Clouds which are a Mafs of Vapours and Ex- 
halations continue fufpended, even, when they 
feem to be in repofe, and the Air is calm. 
That granting the Vapours which compofe a 
Cloud, are chained to one another, and fo may 
eafily fultain themfelves by reafon of their vait 

O 4 Fixtent, 
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Hh Extent, yet they cannot be more ftrongly united 
Hie than the Particles of common Water; and it is 
Vain certain, that Air placed at the Bottom of 
Water, eafily makes its Paflage through, and 

cets above it: Wherefore of Confequence it mutt 

have the fame Effect on the Clouds; if it were 

true that they. are more denfe than Air. To 

folye thefe Difficulties, he propofes a new Hy- 

pothefis, wherein he imagines Vapours lighter 

than Air; and in the firft Place lays down this Po- 

{tulatum, That Vapours are little Bubbles, form- 

ed by afmall Skinof Water, very fine and deli- 

cate; that each of thefe contain certain fiery 

Spirits (or a moft fubtile and rarefied Air) that 

the Water which forms thefe little Bubbles, taken 

alone, ismore weighty than the grofler Air, But 

the fiery Spirits inclofed in thefe little Bubbles, 

are of themfelves lighter than the grofler Air ; 

I It is therefore to be fuppofed, that the whole 
being compofed of Water and fubtile Air, is real- 
‘ly lighter than the grofler Air; and confequentl y 
obliged to mount, till it arrive at a purer Air, 
where it may remain in an Equilibrium.’ And 
this (continues he) if we fet Water to boil on 
the Fire, it will evaporate a moift Smoke, which 
Smoke can be occafioned by nothing but the Spi- 
rits of Fire, that after having been mingled with 
the Water make their Way through, carrying 
with them a {mall Pelliculum of Water, which 
wraps them up, and keeps them in a fort of 
Prion: By this means, boiling Water confumes 
itfelf gradually ; and what the Heat of culinary 
Fire performs on this Occafion, the Heat of the 
iy Sun 
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Sun and fubterranean Fires does naturally, there- 
by caufing the Aicenfion of Vapours. But adds 
he, we cannot fay the fame of Exhalations, becaufe 
they are compoted of earthy Parts, but very little 
vifcous, and raife themfelves chiefly in dry places, 
Thefe terreftial Particles therefore, cannot mount 
on high but by one of thefe two Caufes, either 
they have been put ina violent Motion, as it 
happens in great Heats, or elfe they are annexed 
to the Particles which evaporate themfelves. 
Thefe Things being fuppofed, moft Meteors may 
eafily be explained. Firft, The Vapours which 
mount up, becaufe they are lighter than the 
grofler Air, cannot mount in infinitum ; for the 
Air growing purer and lighter, as they rife higher 
from the Earth, fo they mutt of Neceflity find 
a Region where the Air will be inan Equilibrium 
with them. Secondly, Thefe Vapours cannot 
mount equally, but more or lefs high, according 
as the Pelliculum of Water which forms them 
is for Thicknefs, and the rarefied Air which they 
inclofe, partakes more or lefs of the Nature of 
Fire. Thirdly, Vapours may fometimes raife 
themfelves but alittle, and be almoft in an Equi- 
librium with the grofler Air wherein we breathe, 
and then they form that which we call a Fog. 
Fourthly, The Fog falls, if the Air contained in 
little Bubbles that compofe ir, happens to be fo 
moved by the Heat of the Sun, that they break the 
Pelliculum of Water which involves them: But if 
theinclofed Air rarefies it felfgently, and fwells the 
little Bubbles, without breaking them (as we fee 
Children by blowing gently make Bubbles of Soap) 
then 
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then the Fog mounts, and forms a Cloud. Fifthly, 
The Clouds form themfelves in the Air, as Froth | 
does on the Brink of the Sea (Froth being no- — 
thing but an infinite Multitude of little Bubbles, — 
that the Winds and Waves aflemble together) — 
fo the Clouds are likewife an infinite Number of 
little Bubbles, only thofe that compofe the Froth 
are filled with grofler Air, and thofe that com- 
pofe the Clouds are full of fiery Spirits, or rare- 
fied Air, Sixthly, The Clouds continue hanging 
while they have the fame Weight with the Air, 
wherein we fee them fufpended; fome are higher, 
others lower, according to the Nature of the Va- 
pours that compofe them. But generally fpeak- _ 
ing, they are higher in Summer than Winter, be- 
caufe then, the Air which is {hut up in the little 
Bubbles is more fubtile, and confequently lighter. 
Seventhly, When the littleBubbles of which aCloud 
is compofed chance to break, either becaufe the 
inclofed Air rarifies it felf, or for fome other Rea- 
fon, the Water being no longer fuftained by the 
fubtile Air that it inclofed, falls down in Rain. 
Thefe Drops of Rain convert themfelves into 
Hail, when they meet with a cold Wind in their 
defcent. Eighthly, They caufeSnow, when the 
little Bubbles which compofe the Cloud fhut them- 
felves up, and freeze without breaking. Ninthly, 
Thofe Exhalations that are carried up with the 
Vapours, and incorporate with them in the 
Clouds, are the Occafion of ‘Thunder, and other 
fiery Meteors. Tenthly, The Exhalations that 
are drawn up, during the Heat of the Day ih 
the 
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the Vapours, fall down again at Sun-fet, which 
is what we call Dew. 

But 1 must nor enter into the Detail of any 
more Phznomena’s, left 1 {hould quite tire you, 
Tho’ fetcing afide Compliments, I jancy you will 
not think ic wholly improper, for one who lives 
in the Clouds ; Read this Hypothiefis in the 
Clouds ; and write this Journal in the Clouds ; 
to be pleafed with an Account of the Clouds. 
However, if you fhould diflike it, pray remem-~ 
ber, that I fend you this tedious Abftract, with a 
Quibble at the End of it, as part of the Penance

have forborn openly to mention fuch dangerous 
Receipts in their Writings, or at leaft to pub- 
lifh them fo as no Body could underftand what 
they intended ; and fo thefe Secrets of Mifchief 
are for the moft Part kept in Obfcurity amongitt 
old Women, ignorant and melancholy Perfons, and 
only learnt one of another from Hand to Hand.

Another, Salmuth tellss 
of a Servant-Maid who was taken witha moit 
intenfe Pain in her Left-Arm, they imagined it 
Witchcraft, and applied a known Medicine, which 
was Oak Leaves, red Coral, and Rofe Waiter, 
brought into a Poultefs, and tied it on for the 
Space of twenty-four Hours, and then applied 
it freth for other twenty-four Hours, in which 
time it broke, and in it was found a Medly of burnt 
Coals and Hair; all thefe,together with the Poultefs, 
were put intoa Hole made with a Gimblet in the 
Root of anOak toward the Eaft, in the Morning 
before Sun rife, and ftopt up the Hole with 
a Pin made of the Wood of the fame Tree, 
upon which it healed; they pulled the Pin, 
out of the Hole, the honeft Maid was 
immediately grievoufly tormented, they repeat 
the former Medicine, and find the fame Effect, 
put it in the Oak, and fhe hath continued found 
and well ever fince. ‘fohanues Baptifia Van. Hel- 
mont : Many things are in a moft ftrange man- 
ner injected into the Bodies of Men and Women 
infenfibly, and after an invifible manner, but 
were detained and ejected with direful Pains 
and Tortures, and that many times they were 
bigger than the Paflages by which they were 
sntromitted.

The Witch fays, 
he doth per ens natural Form imaginatively an 
Idea which is natural and noxious,'and which Sa- 
tancannot Form, becaufe the Formation of Ideas 
does require the Image of God, and a free 
Power; and therefore the Witches do operate 
by a natural Force, no lefs againft the Juft and 
Tnnocent, than again{t wicked Men, {ceing In- 
chantments more eafily infe€t Children and Wo- 
men than Men; a certain natural Power ts 
fignified to be limited to the Inchantment, to 
which it is eafily refifted by a couragious Mind, 
The Devil therefore offereth Poifon and Filth to 
his Clients, that he may knit fermentally Ideas 
formed in the Imagination of the Witches unto 
them, and he preferveth that ideal Poifon, that it 
may not be blown away with the Wind, and 
carricth that Poifon locally near the Object to 
be infe€ted; but to apply it, or carry it into 
the Man, he is by no means able ; and there- 
fore the Witch doth fend forth another executive 
Medium, which is the mean of a {trong defire, 
for it is infeparable to the Defire to be carried 

about the things wifhed for; to all which, the 

Devil, as a Speétator, doth affilt in the Conduc- 

tion : For inTruth, | have demonftrated already, 

that operative Means arefolely in the Power of 

Man, for God only is the molt chiefly elorious 

Creator to be infinitely praifed, who hath creat- 

ed the Univerfe out of nothing, but Man as 
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far forth as he ts the Image of God, doth out 
of nothing create certain emtia rationis, or non 
Entities in their Beginning, and that in the 
proper Gift of the fantaftic Virtue, which are 
notwithitanding, fomething more then a meer 
privative or negative Being: For firft ofall, thefe 
conceived Ideas do at length cloath themfelves 
in the Species or Shape fabricated by the Ima- 
gination they become Entities, now fubfifting in 
the midft of that Veftment, to which by the 
whole they are equally in them, and thus far 
they are made feminal and operative Entities ; 
this Power is given to Man alone, otherwifea fe- 
minal Power to propagate is given to the Earth, 
to Beafts, to Plants, @c. The Dog by his Mad- 
nefs can transfer his Saliva to Poifon, becaufe 
it is peculiar to his Specie, which is obvious 
in divers Poifons of Animals, but to form Ideas 
abftracted from their Species and adjacent Pro- 
perties, that is given to none but Man; thus far

That the Force of Imagination accompanied 
with the Paflions of Horrour, Fear, Envy, €9c.

that Ebulition in the Blood, and thote wonder- 
fal Motions of the Body, Hands, &c. thereby to 
difcover the Murtherer, and bring him to con-
